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RACIAL CHARACTERISTICS OF JEWS. 


On Tuesday evening, at the Rooms of the Anthropological Institute, 4 
Hanover Square, two papers were read on the Racial Characteristics of Jews 
The first'was by Dr. Neubauer, M.A., and was entititled, “ Notes on the Race- 
types of the Jews.’ Tlie second paper was on “ The Racial Characteristics of 
Modern Jews,” by Mr. Joseph Jacobs, B.A. Mr. Francis Galton, President of the 
Institute, occupied the chair, and thy re was a large atte nd nce, including mady of 
the leading of the community. 

In the absence of Dr. Neubauer, his Paper was read by Mr. 2. Wi 
the Director of the Institute.

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said : Ladies and gentlemen, when 
travellers communicate to us descriptions of the races they have travelled amongst, 
we have commonly to regret that no members are present of the race which they 
describe, and again, however keenly they mov have observed, their information has 
been based only on cursory acquaintance, On the present occasion we have no such 
regret. We are honoured by the presence of many eminent Jews, among 
whom is the Delegate Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, ‘and the authors of the pagers 
to he submitted are themselves Jews who have made the history and characteristics 
of their people a special study for many years, The chief topics will be whether the 
belief that the Jews have kept themselves free from foreign admixture for thirty- 
five centuries can be historically justified and whether the Jewish type of the present 
dav has becomeso firmly established as to have acquired a centre of stability of its 
own. ré fusing to ble nd freely with alien races W henever the artificial barriers that 
have kept them secluded have happened te be broken down, rhe first paper that 
will be brought before you will be by Dr. Neubauer. l am sorry to say he is not 
able to be present, and the paper will be read for him. Immediately after that Mr. 
Jacobs will read his very valuable communication, in the course of which he will 
direct your attention to the “ composite " photographs that are lying on the table.

Scholars are generally agreed that the Jewish race have kept their blood un- 
mixed, “It isthe only pure race in Europe,’ says Dr, Andree, “ besides the gipsies 
This opinion is chiefly based on the fact that a Jew is almost at once recognised 
amongst thousands -of others, In the earliest times we find Abraham's son, 
Ishmael, becoming the father of the Arab race, because he was the offspring of 
Hagar. Moses is blamed for having married a Midianite. David descends 
from Ruth. the Meabitess ; Solomon is the son of a Hittite woman, Bathsheba, 
ard he himeelf married foreign women. Weare often reminded in the Bible of 
the non-Jewish women who came in frequent contact with the Israelites. From all 
this we should conclude that fhe Israelites of old were descendants of a mixed race. 
though the priestly caste might perhaps be cxcepted The practice of intermarriage 
was continaed by the Jews who returnec from the exile. as can be seen from a pas- 
sage in Ezra (x, 11), and from Nehemiah (xiii., 25), The “ stranger’ and the 
“sojourner ’’ mentioned in the Bible. a kind of proselyte, as well as the function- 
aries and the warriors of non-Israelitish races who served under Israel's kings, did 
certainly increase the mixture of the races by marrying Israelitish women, Daring 
the time of the Second Temple the proselytes became more numerous, throngh in- 
tercourse with the Syrians, the Greeks, and the Palmyraeane, The higher classes of 
there proselytes are known in the Talmud as “ proselytes of the tables of the kings, 
* But,” says Dr. Ancree, “ All the intermixture with heathen women, which took 
place in Asia in old time, had little effect on the physical constitution of the Jews, 
because they mostly married women of Semitic tribes.” This arrangement does not 
hold good, at all events as regards the Egyptian and Greek women. And weareable 
to adduce more positive evidence as to the intermarriage of the Jews with non- 
Semitic tribes. At Rome, it is mentioned, that a patrician woman with the name 
of Fuivia embraced Judaism, no doubt with a great number of friends and slaves, 
The conversions at Rome were so frequent that a heavy penalty was decreed against 
those who would become circumcised. Of course, the converts married Jews, if not 
always, at any rate frequently. The passage of Tacitus (Hist. v., 5), where it is 
said that the Jews keep pure blood in the Roman Empire, adding, * Alienarum 
concubitu abstinent,” means that the Jews did not marry heathen women ; with her 
conversion the woman ceares to be. a/iena, Itis said in the Ta'mnd that “the 
Jewish population in the Roman Empire is in proportion to that of Judea as regards 
purity of descent, like paste made of mixed flour, compared to pure flour: Judea 
itself, as compared to Babylonia, is only paste.’ In another passage it is said cor- 
cerning purity of descent : ‘** Babylonia is sound, Mesene is dead, Media is ill, and 
Elam in its last moments,’ which means that in Babylonia the purity of descent is 
spotless, in Mesene mixed,in Media doubtful, and in Elam more than doubtful. 
The frequent intermarriage between Jews and non-Semitic tribes also occurred in 
other countries, like Persia, Arabia, the land of the Khazars, and elsewhere the 
same process went on. The Council of Orleans (538 A.D.), of Toledo (589 A.D.), 
and of Rome (713 A.D.), prohibit intermarriage between Christians and Jews ; the 
same prohibition was enacted in many other Councils in later periods and in many 
other countries. In:ermarriage and climate are, in my opinion, the reasons for the 
differences in appearance between Jews of various countries, It is in my belief 
outside the question to distinguish two different tribes of Jews—Sephardim, or the 
Spanish-Portuguese Jews ; and the Ashkenazim, or the Germau-Polish Jews. Even 
Jews with red or fair hair are pointed out, but not as a special type. Anold legend 
existed amongst the Jews themselves in the Middle Ages, that the nole Spanish 
race are descended from the tribe of Judah, and the rougher German-Polish Jews 
from the tribe of Benjamin. This legend had such effect, that intermarriaze be- 
tween the Spanish and German Jews was fora long time avoided. There is, how- 
ever, no trace of a systematic emigration. if such a separation of types were 
admitted, we should have to make a third one for Italian Jews, who stand between 
the German and the Spanish Jews. What is curious to notice is that the mauners 
and habits of the so-called distinct tribes are also different, in accordance with the 
features, But this also must be attributed to the mannersand speech of the nations 
amongst whom they lived, and with whom they were in daily contact. We shall go 
further; there is even a difference in the literature of the mediaval Jews of the 
two so-:alled tribes. Further difference must be noticed also in the. pronunciation 
of Hebrew words. This difference of pronunciation is not tribal, but influenced by 
the languages spoken round them. In a word, there are no two distinct tribes 
amongst the living Jews, and they are bot of wholly pure blood, I believe that it 

is quite imaginary to say that the Jews represented in Egyptian and Assyrian monu- 
nents exactly resemble the living Jew, The only strong similarity existing amongst 
the living Jews is that they often still bear, more or le+s, the stamp of oppressed 
individuals, That it is not the race which holds them together, but the religious 
community, may be concluded from the fact that they are interested in the ameli- 
oration of the Jews in Russia and the East. and also in that of the Falashas in 
Ethiopia, the black Jews in Cochin, andthe Beni Israel in India, who are not of their 
race, Dr, Bleichmann givesstatements of the beight of the Jews, the measurement of 
the chest, length of the arms and of the extremities, according to military 
reports in Russia, Germany and the Austrian provinces which are not 
very favourable to the physique of the Jews in general, They are 


short, mieasure in circumference less than half of the. height, and they are’ 


very weak on the whole, At a'l events no certainty can be attached to reports of 
the physical condition of the Jews until individuals are examined in the variaus 


parts of the world, Jerusalem, for instance, possesses Jews of the greatest variety, 
and the beginning of the system of measurement could be made there, but they are 
all nearly half famished. Next the state of health and the relation to the size of 
the chest among the Jews in Yemen and Kurdistan, where they are shepherds, agri- 
culturists, and arcizans of all kinds, will have to be investigated. Only then shall 
we be able to decide why the descendants of the Maccabean warriors and of those who 
kept Titas and Adrian thoroughly occupied for seven years, are now proportionally 
less fit for military service and more delicate in health than their Christian 
brethren, (Applause.) 

A Paper was then read on “ The Racial Characteristics of Modern Jews,” by Mr, 
Joseru Jacons, B.A.. who began by defining the problem. Much vague declama- 
tion bad been spoken and written about the racial qualities of Jews, everything in 
which they differed from others being sect down to race. But social, moral and intel- 
lectual qualities are due to social causes. They were besides very difficalt to deter- 
mine especially fora Jew, and though he hoped to show that some of these were 
measuralle, yet he would confine himself chiefly to the physical qualities of Jews, 
their vital +tatistics and bodily measurements. On the former sabject Mr. Jacobs 
gave a short digest of the results -he had already published or was about to publish 
in the Jewish Chronicle. Jews hada less birth rate, marriage rate, and death rate, 
but the two former were only apparent for Jews married earlier and had larger 
families than others Mixed marriages were, however, an exception, being remark- 
ably infertile. In Jewish confirements there are more boys, less still-births, and 
less illegi#imaté,children, Jews have less mortality of children under 5 and of old 
menover70, The immunity often claimed for Jews from cholera and phthisis was 
not borne out by statistics. There are more blind, colour-blind, deaf ani insane 
among Jews, They live mostly in cities and are on the average poorer than the 
populations among whom they dwell. Most of these divergences could, in Mr, 
Jacobs's opinion, be ref«rred back to social causes. The large families were due to 
carly marriage, smaller infant mortality to greater care of children. Even the 
greater longevity of Jews where it existed was due to their family life, the joyous 
character of their religion, the nature of their occupations and the strict regubation 
of connubial relations. Mr. Jacobs was unable to attribute any great influence to 
the dietary laws which required carefal and unbiassed in vestigation. Certainly these 
do not produce any immunity from cholera or from phthisis as had been maintained, 
‘A large proportion of Jews in the Whitechapel district between 152-71 had died of 
phthists accotding to the Board of Guardians’ reports than the Registrar-General 
gave for the same place during that period. With regard to deaf-mutism among 
Jews he was inclined to attribute its high rate to the practice of consanguineous 
marriage With regard to the infertility of mixed marriages, Mr. Jacobs repeated 
the statistics already given by him in these columns, though he added that no other 
ill effeots had been observed inthem. This was almost the sole biostatic charac- 
teri-tic of Jews which could be termed definitely racial. All the other qualities 
were due to social and moral causes,. The advantages which Jews possessed over 
their neighbours as regards longevity, fertility, \c., were due to moral and religious 
influences, They would persist as long as these remain and disappear, as to some 
extent they were disappearing when the bonds of religion and tradition were being 
relaxed, Turning tothe bodily measurements of Jews, it was shown from measure- 
ments of some 13.000 Jews, chiefly of Fast Europe, that their average height was 
vuly li2'l cen. (5 feet 5-7 inches) hss than any European race except the Magyara, 
and their girth was equally narrow. The Jewish head was mostly trachyce patic or 
shortheaded. From nearly 120,000 measurements throughout Enrope it followed 
that the Jews had the darkest hair and eyes of all the races of North Europe, but 
still 21 per cent had blue eyes and about29 per cent blonde hair, while they had 
three times as many red-haired individuals ae Poles, Russians or Austrians, and half 
as many again as Germans, Some figures compiring Sephardim and Ashkenazim 
showed very little difference except that Sephardi 1 have more red-haired indivi- 
duals. The Jews were more colour-blind than others, and Jewesses markedly so, 
owing to residence in towns. Jews had the longest but yet thinnest noses : in 
Poland no less than 6.6 per cent. had the ner retrouss*?, Two names in the Bible 
Harim (1. Chr, xxiv. 8) and Harumaph (Neh. iii, 10) were referred to as implying 
that their owners had flat noses. To show the Jewish expression, Mr. Jacobs exhi- 
bited some composite photographs of several Jewish boys taken on the same plate by 
Mr. Galton, One cf these had as many as 1% rolled into one. The fall lips, heavy eye- 
lids aud large iris were declared to, be as distinctive of the Jewish face as the nose, 
in which featur? it was the flexible nostril rather than the aqniline shape that was 
distinctive. There was also exhibited a photograph of an Assyrian representation 
of the Jewish captives of Lachish (701 B.c.) being taken before Sennacherib. This 
showéd the persistency of the Jewish type for 2.600 years and a!so its practical 
identity with the Semitic type of those days, This led Mr. Jacybs to discuss the 
main topic of his paper, the question of the purity of the Jewish race, which had 
recently been disputed by M. Renan, M. Isidore Loeb and Dr. Neubauer in the paper 
just read. The chief arguments against and for were then reviewed, Against the 
purity of the race had been urged the large number of proselyt»s in ancient and 
medimval times and the absence of uniformity in the anthropology of Jews, their 
prevalent red hair being specially urged. As regards proselytism, its existence in 
Bible times (Isaiah lvi. 6 ; Esther viii. 17; Ps. exviii.,cxxxv.) was admitted but was 
regarded as anthropological!y unimportant as the intermarriages were with Semit«s 
who bal been seen to have the same p/ysijve as ancient Jews, In Post-Biblical 
times the large number of proselytes was shown by the various classes into which 
they were divided. *Proselytes of the Lion—from fear ; of the King’s table—from 
ambition ; fora wife ; proselytes of the Gate and proselytes of Righteousness, The 
last were the only ones to be regarded in this inquiry since they alone adopted the 
Mosaic Law in its entirety, and only with these would intermarriage be permitted 
by Jewish Law. Mr. Jacobs then said that M. Renan had mistranslated or - 
neglected certain passages of Josephus which dealt with proselytese, but only with 
Proselytes of the Gate. These latter, who might ultimately have become true Jews, 
were the very body who formed the nucleus of early Christianity which drew them 
away from theother body, As regards theChosars who adopted Judaism in the sixth 
century, these did not mix much with other Jews, their adoption of Judaism being 
chiefly a political expedient. They were now represented by the Karaites of the 
Crimea, whereas Polish Jews did not come to Poland from Ce-many till the ( h »sars 
had been crushed, Similarly the Falashas represented a body of Arabian conv -ris 
of Judaism and altogether the Jews nowadays who were not pure Jews were only | 
per cent. of the whole body. After the foundation of Christianity, the Church set 
its face strenuously against intermarriages which must have been seldom, thongh 
the period j/0—S00 AD, was the only time in which the relations of.Jews and 
Christians were cordial enough to allow this, and this period, he owned, was the 
weak point in his argument. Slaves may have introduced a certain amount,of aliea 
blood. Evidence was then adduced showing that Proselytism wis more frequent 
before Christianity than after, Of the doccors of the Mishna, eight, including 
Akiba, Rh, Meir, Onkelos,Shemajah avd Abtalion were of alien blood, though Sem '- 
tic, while the doctors of the Gemara, 1,500 in number, only included one son of a 
proselyte (Mari bar Raehel) The classic inscription con'ained two female prose- 
lytes, the medimval none, Wolf had only been able to collect 14 names of proselytes 
in mediwval times, to which Mre Jacobs sould only add 16, 5 of whom were martyrs 
for their new faith. Even if there had been more, the infutility of mixed marri- 
ages would have mimimised the influence of any intermixture. In two centuries 
ten per cent, of proselytes wou!'d have only two per cent. of offspring in the Jewish 
population. And these would chiefly resemble Jews, as Mr. Jacobs had observed in 
s4 cases of such marriages investigated by bima large majority of cases in which 
the offspring followed the Jewish side. And the reversion of children to a Jewish 
type in families where there is Jewish blood also served to prove Jewish prepotency. 
As regards the divergence from the Jewish type, it was pointed out that such diver- 
sity was included in the biologic idea of a type.

Sin.—I would ask you to allow me to make one or two comments on Dr. 
Maurice Dayis’s very interesting article*on “ Overpressure, published in your 
issue Of Feb. 13th. There can be no question to my mind that Jewish children 
possess, in starting, certain advantages which our Christian children of the 
same class lack.

They are the possessors of a grand history and a grand literature, which 
is not recorded in volumes out of their reach and contained tn. libraries to 
which they have little ACCERS, bet is, ] pre sume. in) thi hands of every od w.

In the statistics which Dr. Davis has adduced of the higher mental and 
physical condition of Jewish and other children at the present time, he has 
left out of his caleulation the operation of the extension of the Factory Act, 
which would account, I venture to think. for the healthier condition of 
children now at school, who, but for the passing of that Act, wonld have been 
at work. A boy of 11 or 12 in a well-ventilated school-room for six or 
eight hours a day must be ina more healthy atmosphere than a boy of th 
Silne ace In a close il! Vi ntilated warehouse or workshop for ten or twelve 
hours a day. The death-rate, therefore, amongst boys would necessarily be 
higher thirty years ago than it is now. There is, happily, in the majority 
of children & passive re sistance to overpressure in lk arning. és You may bring 
a child, as you may bring a horse, to the river, but he will drink when and what 
hy pleases,” The spur, and the whip, and the coaxing are alike ineffectual 
here. In the workshop they are all-powerful. You may goad or starve a 
child into manual labour : you cannot by either method compel him to In- 
tellectual toil, 1 have known a lad work for two days and a night, with 
only the intervals of meals, and before the close of the second night fall 
from sheer exhaustion under.the machine and be half crushed. I have known 
boys of twelve and thirtéen years of age work for thirty-six hours at a stretch. 
Such hours we re frequent five-and twenty years ago, they are impossible now. 
In the office where my experience lay they were exceptional, and it was part 
oi my business to bring such cases, when they occurred, before the principals 
ot the office; but there were hundreds of offices where it was né man’s bus! 
ness to interfere. The conclusion to be drawn would seem-to be—that if 
the ds ith rate he lower now than be fore the passing ot the Act, it is to be 
accounted for by the fact that children under fourteen vears of are spend 
their days in a. healthier atm: sphere, under shorter hours, and with less 
exhausting labour. lt may he that the death rate among children would be 
lower still if there were no overpressure (supposing overpressure to exist). 
[ cannot help thinking that overpressure does to some extent exist, and that 
it Operates unhealthily upon sensitive, weakly and precocious children ; that 
the constant and frequent examinations cause an undue strain upon many 
children, and that in our infant schools the hours are too long, and that 
what are called lessons of imtusement or recreation are not recreative for 
the reason that. th y are. lessons, and. that. a lesson in any form ts sttll a 
lesson, and so to an extent irksome. ;

SIR, The gratitude of Jews has been | uly earned by those who have advoc ated the 
introdur tion of English into the Sypagogue, because although the proposal is one whi h | 
trust never be carried into effect, it h is apy are ntly trified the Jewish Communit? 
out of its lethargy and brought it face to face with the fu t, that many of the middle and 
upper classes of English Jewa have forgot‘'en what. our Talmud has detined as the 
language of prayer.”’ 

It is most essentisl that Jews should possess an adequate knowledge of Hebrew. 

Last week a Jewish Minister announced from the pulpit his wajlingness to impart 
this knowledge to adulte, and doubtless Lis noble example would be followed by the 
ministers of other congregations. However, it isthe rising generation which principally 
claims our anxious con-ideration. .Many suggestions have appeared in your Journal 
more conspicuous for their zeal than for their practicability. “ ‘The rain di scends drop by 
drop and becomes a mighty torrent,” eay our rabbins. We can only concern ourselves 
for the present with the question how mivet effectually to insert the thin end of the 
wedge, 

[ beg leave to submit, as an initial step, the following plan of operation. That the 
Ministers who have not already followed tne example set by the Bayswater, New West- 
End and St. Jobn'’s Wood Synagogues, should do so, establishing religious classea. That 
the ntinisters should be aided by competent ladies and gentlemen of their respective congre- 
gations, so that the time now devoted exclusively to reiigious teaching could be curtaiied, 
owing to the increased faglities for hearing the various classes simultaneously, and that a 
sufficient proportion of the time should be devoted to the teaching of the Hebrew language. 
Fach child should be required to prepare the lesson for the following class-day. 

It is surprising how much knowledge a child can acquire by the regular daily stuly 
of a subject, even if the time devo'ed taereto be very short, and [ am confident that if 
the weekly lesson were supplemented by the child's preparation of it. for half an hour 
each day, rapid strides would be made towards the desired end. 

A man uncultured in the language and traditions of his race must always be to som 
extent an object of contempt, and that branch of a child’s training which embraces the 
religion, language and literature of his ancestors is one which should take precedence of 
all others. To this end it is the obvious duty of parents to provide proper ims#-uction for 
their children in these essentials, but until English Jews can be induced ty act up to this 
ides] it is abeurd and impolitic to assail them with schemes which trom their present 
polnt of view must appear utopiin. 

__I venture to think that the suggestion I have made is applicable to every Synagogue 
in the kingdom without involving any large sacrifice upon any one. The good attached 
to such a movement must be great, for while all the students at these classes would 
have Opportunities for acquiring a sufficient knowledge of Hebrew to understand the 
prayers, many must necessari!y become enamoured of a study so replete with interest and 
fascination, and would fo!low up their labours, and thus become an important factor is 
bringing about the much to be desi-ed revival of Hebrew learning.— Yours — BM 
A.D.

| THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH AT THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 
The Rev, Morris Joseph preached at the Bayswater Synagogue on Sabbath last, 
on “ The Law and Israel's Duty,” his text being Exodus xxiv. 7: “ And he took the 
Book of the Covenant, and read it inthe hearing of the people: and they said, all 
that the Lord hath said we will doand obey.” Ina measure, said the preacher, the 
ceremony mentioned in the text was being constantly revived in these days; for 
thonch the Lawgiver was dust, the Law remained, and it was read in the hearing of 
Icrael Sabbath after Sabbath. The effect produced by the original reading at Sinai 
might be reproduc “lif they could only school themselves to seo in the Law a living 
witness to the binding force of the ancient Covenant. Then they wonld put an end te 
the anomaly of men having a portion of it recited tothem especially, and yet calmly 
violating its commands, as though every word were not an exhortation, every letter 
a reproving voice. It was inexplicable bow any Israelite could look upon 
the Yerah without having every disobedient thought shrivelled up within him as 
a con timing fire, fat the reve rence a wakened by the wok of the Law sh 
lye paid the 


Law, rather than tothe Book —to the spirit, not to the parchment on 
which it was written, It must not be their fetish, but their guide and inspiration—

The assumption that arenewal of the Covenant of Sifiai was sorély neeJed in 
these days was justified by a survey of the present state of Jadaism, It was only 
ne-essary to contrast English Judaism as it is now with what it was thirty or forty 
vears aco. to think of the increasing neglect of the Sabbath and the dietary laws, 
to realize the fact that some of the essential ordinances of their religion were 
yradually losing their hold on the allegiance of Israel, It could not be denied that 
superstition had declined and been replaced by larger views of religion ; but it 
would be untrue and mischievous to hide the fact that the progress had been accom- 
panied by a retrograde movement 

Then again they had lost the capacity for celf-sacrifice with the decline of that 
high motive of conduct which informe! the lives of their ancestors, They had dis- 
missed the idea of living for Jadaism tothe limbo of old-world superstitions, .

LONDON ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


Mr. Benszamin L. Cowen presided; on Wednesday, at the Annual Festival Dinner of 
the London Orphan Asylum, Watford, held at the ** Albion,’’ Aldersgate Street. A large 
company Was pre sent, ins luding many members of the « mmunity. 

The Cuainman, who received a very cordial greeting, made an earnest and eloquent 
ypeal on behalf of the charity, which opens ‘‘its doors widely to the needy and the 
bereaved, regardiess of class, creed, or locality.’’ Whilst the applications for relief were 
urgent and increasing, never in the history of the asylum had the financial position given 
its managers greater anxiety than during the last year. In the first year of its existence 

1415) the eociety admitted three children. By leaps and bounds that number was in- 
creased to 156 in 1822, and to 542 in 1882. In the seventy-one years of its existence the 
charity had benefited no less than 4,814 fatherless clildren, many of whom had risen to 
pla es of distinction and competency. Ile regre tted that this year they were compelled, 
for inancial reasons, to reduce the number of candidates from forty to thirty, and to sell 
out some remaining stock ; but he trusted that the result of that evening’s appeal would be 
torevive the fortunes of the asylum, so as to enable the charity to employ its full capacity 
in the special cause of benevolence to which it was devoted. 

Mr. E.S. Watinrinee, the secretary, announced donations amounting to upwards of 
£5,000, the chairman’s list reaching a total of £2,771. The announcement was received 
with much applaase. 

Mr. Alderman Fow1er, M.P., in proposing the health of the chairman, said that his 
excellent friend, Mr. Cohen, worthily fulfilled the traditions of his benevolent and re- 
pected family, of which he was an ornament. One member of that family—Sir Moses 
Montefiore—was known throughout the world, and his unseltish benevolence was the 
theme of universal praise and admiration. Sir Moses was the oldest subscriber to that 
ch ity, having jOined it as long ago as 1523, and he had been a subscriber ever since— 
for sixty-two years. The duties of presiding at their festivals had never been more ably 
discharged than on that evening, although Mr. Cohen had been | receded by many illus- 
trious men, including the great Duke of Wellington, the Duke of Cambridge, Earl 
Granville, and others oecupying foremost positions in the land. 

Among the other toasts was that of the Sheriffs, proposed by Dr. Benrenp, and 
acknowledged (for the eighty-first time since he had taken office) by Mr. Sheritf PHILLIPS. 

Out of respect to the chairman and the many Jewish Visitors, the dinner was Avs/er 
throughout, and was superintended by Mr. M. Silver, of Gower Street.

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THE ALLIANCE ISRAELITE UNIVERSELLE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDEN r. 
PARIS, FER. 23, 1&8). 


The Alliance Israclite Universelle, founded on the Ist March, 1860, will 
celebrate on Sunday next, the Ist of March, 1885, the twenty lifth anniversary 
of its existence, On that day, Purim. a special servi i’ will be held at the 
Temple in the Rue de la Victoire. Your readers will, doubtless, be intercsted in 
having placed beforethem aresumé of the organisation and of the labours of the 
Alliance during a quarter of a century. 

Since the year 1860, M. Isidor, Cirand Rabbi of the Central Consistory of 
France, has been the Honorary President of: the Alliance. The actual Presidents 
have been as follow: © 1860-3, M. L. J. Koenigswiirter ; 1863-7, M. Adolphe 
Créimienux, who, for a short time, was replaced by M. Silomon Munk. M. Cre- 
mienx was again elected President in 1868, and oceupied that honourable post 
until his death, in 1880. The presidential chair remained vacant until 1883, when 
M. S. H. Goldschmidt was appointed successor to the. lamented M. Creémienx. 
The Alliance is directed by a Central Committee, having its seat in’ Paris, | This 
committee consists 6f twenty-six members residing in Paris, of whom the nia- 
jority bear names. justly celebrated even beyond France, and of twenty-nine 
for ign members dwelling in various foreign countries. England is represented 
on the Central Committee by-Sir Julian Goldsmid, who was elected in succession 
to his uncle, the late Sir Francis Goldsmid. Of the home members, the Alliance 
is most deeply indebted to Baron Maurice de Hirsch. This distinguished finan- 
cier has not only made good the deficits cf the Alliance for some years past, 
thereby obviating the necessity of trenching 6n the capital, which in June last 
amounted to 250,578 francs, but in 1873, he handed to the society the magniti 
cent amount of one million francs for the development of schools in Turkey, The 
annual revenue of the Hirsch foundation exceeds 55,000 francs, which has 
enabled the Alliance to extend existing schools and to create new schools in the 
Tarkish Empire. 

The first country to rally to the Alli ince Was It ily, then followed Turkey, 
the Scandin iviat countries, Amie rica, Hungar' Engl ind, Holland, Belgium, 
Switz rland, and ny. The Alli imee is now membe rs in 46 countri 
situated in every part of the globe. The country in which it has the most 
adherents is, curiously enough, Prussia (8,887): nearly all the States in North atid 
South America are represented, and there is even a member in Japan, as also 
Bol in Roumania, and 120 in Russia and Finland. In England the Alliance has 
but Aa handful of Tht ryt rs, but this is account d for by the existe nce of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, which is in daly communication with the parent 
society, and renders it valuable financial support. ‘The Anglo-Jewish Association 
aud the “ Montagu Committee” (which is the prin inal contributor to the Jertisa 
lem School) jointly forward subsidies to Paris, amounting to OOOO frances pr r 
annum. In ]&66 the Alliance numbered 4,610 members, and had a revenue of 
35.410 franes. At the end of 1884, the members were 30,510 in number: the 
income exceeded 108 700 franes, and the eX} nditure 433.700 francs. These 
figure suftice to show th it the ly rially si conde in its double ob je ct 
of labouring for the social emancipation of the Jews in countries where they are 
oppressed, and for their intellectual emancipation wherever the benefits. of 
instruction are. still a dead. letter. 

With the view of realising its tirst object, the Alliance addresses itself to 
foreign rove rninents, amb issadors, ( onsuls, and the Liberal press, Thanks te its 
persevering efforts, the situation of the Jews has been sensibly improved in 


several untries, notably in the pros inces, in bulgaria, rvia, ria. 


Tunis,and Persia. The Alliance was also instrumental in securing for the 
Roumanian Jews the rights conceded to them by the Berlin Treaty. nhappily, 
these rights are still withheld from them by the intolerant rulers of the country. 
In an admirable: pamphlet just published by the Central Committee, giving 
summary of the past work of the Alliance, the chapter on Roumania coneludes 
with the following passage, describing the present situation of the Jews (L quote 
the Erglish translation of the brochure) : 

* Legal persecutions still goon, and they are reduced to famine; already the 
mortality is very great among them; in a few years they will be decimated by 
misery. It isa harrowing spectacle to #32 this active laborious and intelligent 
population reduced to mendicity, by a law without pity. The Jews have on their 
tide justice, right, the Constitation, treaties and the public opinion of the world, 

In Algeria a decree of M. Créemienx, at that time member of the Govern- 
ment of National Defence, assimilated all the indigenous Jews to the French 
citizens. The Persian Jews have likewise been the object of the Alliance’s eoli- 
citude, notably during the presence in Paris of the Shah, who gave 4d private 
audience to M. Crémieux and the other honorary officers of the institution. At 
the time of the famine in 1869, and during the latest terrible. persecutions, the 
Alliance devoted mach attention to the Jews in Kussia. It will be within the 
recollection of your readers that two members of the Central Committee, M. 
Veneziani and the late M, Charles Netter, proceeded to Brody, where they organ- 
ised in the first instance emigration, and subsequently repatriation. , 

In the realisation of its second great aim the Alliance has established 
schools at Tetuan (1862), Tangier (1864), Bagdad (1865), Adrianople, Mogador 
(1867), Aleppo, Beyrouth, Shuinla (186%), Widdin, Rustchuk (1872), Salonica, 
Smyrna (1873), Samacoff (1874), 12 schools at Constantinople (1875-1882), the 
Dardanelles, ‘unis, Varna (1878), Philippopolis, Sofia, Crete, Alcazar, Tatar 
Bazardjik (187%), Damascus (1880), Haifa, Jamfoli, (1881), Jerusalem (1882), 
Susa, Mehdia, and Fez (1883) ; inall 32 boys’ and 17. girls’ schools, containing 
6,256 boys and 2,624 girls, a total of 8,880. These schools require the services of 
504 teachers, 92 of whom are salaried by the Alliance at an expense of 260,000 
francs. 

Sesides these elementary} schools, the Alliance has founded schools for 
apprentices, the Agricultural School at Jaffa, the Preparatory School for Teachers 
in Paris, and at the headquarters of the society, a library to which the late Mr. 
L. M. Rothschild has left a bequest of 50,000 francs, and which has rendered 
important services to the cause of Jewish science. 

Such is, in brief, a summary of the work which the greatest and most cos- 
mopolitan of Jewish societies has accomplished in the past. As regards the 
future I cannot do better, in terminating this notice, than by reproducing the 
closing paragraphs in the pamphlet to which L have already drawn attention. 

In order that the action of the Alliance should be what it ought to be. it is 
necessary to develope the already existing schools in European and Asiatic Turkey 
in Bulgaria, in Roumelia, in Morocco, and in Tunis ; augment the number of pro- 
fessors, apprentices, workshops for young girls, ameliorate the material, the school- 
houses, and the programmes of teaching ; create analogous institutions in Roumania 
in Galicia, and in Russia; encourage more than ever publications destined to,

JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


The annual examination of the: pupils of the Jews’ Free School by Her 
Majesty's Inspectors of Schools has just been held. The examination commenced 
on Tuesday week, and so extensive were the labours of the examiners that their 
work did not terminate till Wednesday last. The Inspectors were Mr. P. le 
Page Renouf, assisted by Messrs. Palmer, Dempster and Morris, We are pleased 
to learn that the results of the examination were most satisfactory, and that the 
school has fully maintained its high standard of excellence. In the Boys’ Schoo!

In the January number of the Récue Pedagogique, a Parisian magazine of 
great repute and position, M. Arsene Darmesteter, the distinguished Frenc), 
vivant, has published a paper on the Jews’ Free School, which may well be 
regarded as a fitting companion word-picture to the article onthe same subject from 
the pen of Dr. Maurice Davis, recently published in this journal. M. Darmestete: 
visited the Jews’ Free School some time ago, and his impressions of this vast 
esfablishinent as described in’ his article are, in every respect, of the most 
gratifying nature. With the natural exception of the sanitary details, whic!, 
forined the ra son detre of Dr. Davis's paper, M. Darmesteter travels over the 
same ground as his medical confrere, and gives in many instances identical 
information. A few errors are here and there to be found in M. Duarmesteter’s 
otherwise ré markably accurate. statements, but thev are pardonable in | 
foreigner, and, moreover, would escape the attention of anyone not familiar with 
the inner working of the school. 


In his opening remarks on the locality in which the school is sitaated, M. 
Darmesteter says > “ The building stands in singular contrast to the miserable 
houses ky whigh itis surrounded. It appears that this home of instraction wa; 
advisedly installed in the very midst of ignorance and misery, so as to attack the 
enemy in the heart of his empire, and to strike the evil at its source.” Of the Head 
Master, the author speaks in terms of the highest eulogy. “This school, h:> 
suys, “is the work of a single individual, Mr. Angel, who has consecrated to it 
an entire life of intelligence, devotion, and sacrifice.” Again, in summing up, he 
observes, ‘Sach is th: school, founded one may say, by the energy and enlight 
ened devotion of a single indiyidual. During forty-four years, Mr. Angel has 
Whilst bringing 
up a family he has succeeded in founding this institution, which to-day is the 
pride of England.” 


M. Darmesteter briefly describes the growth of the school from the tim: 
(January 1840) when Mr. Angel tirst assumed the direction of the school, which 
then had 216 male and 120 female pupils, until the present day when the estab 
lishment daily harbours a youthful population numbering about 3.200 souls. He 
vives ia details d description of the school building, the division of the standards, 
the personnel, the liberality shown to pupils and their teachers, and many other 
minutia, with which the readers of this journal are already familiar. The excel. 
lent sanitary arrangements of the school, and the clean appearance of the littl: 
world by which it is inhabited, s*em to have made a very favourable impression 
on the writer.’ 


The.-programme of instruction, of course, possessed greatest interest for M. 
Darmesteter, and, like Dr. Davis, and so many more who have visited the school, 
he speaks with admiration of the excellent results achieved, which are the more 
striking when it is considered “ that out of the 3,200 children, there are scarcely 
S00 who ure natives of England, and of whom English is the mother tongue : 
that nearly all are German, Polish, or Russians, and pass their first years at 
school in studying Engtish as a foreign language ; that, besides, they have had 
to learn Hebrew, a double disalvantage under which they labour 
when comparcd with their fellowtpupils at English public schools. Yet they 
generally quit school and finish the complete course of their studies at a younger 
age than the pupils of other schools, Every year Mr. Angel thus receives several 
hundred children of foreign origin, and he makes of these little German, Polish, 
and Russian Jews as many English citizens, who will be proud of the country 
which adopts them and which they adopt.”

THE JEWS RUSSIA. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fes, 19, 18-5, 
TLe Commission on the Jewith Question, presided over by Count Pablen, has 
of late again attracted the attention of our political press, The motive for the 
comments of the public organs is to be found in a statement published by the 
anti-Semitic Neweje Wrenmja which I will reproduce here as briefly as possible, 


The Commission having addressed a series of que-tions on the subject of its de- 
liberations tothe various Governors and other provincial authorities, has already 
received replies from nine governments in Southern Rassia. On the question of 
extending the rights of retidence of Jews, the governors were divided in their 
opinions, but they were unanimous in their answers to the following five points 


1. The special taxes levied upon Jews. 
. special Jewish primary and int: rmediary echoole. 
. The registration of the Jewish population. 


specifically Jewish imports raised among the Jews themselves for 
theie own communal purposes. 


. The constitution of the representative bodies in the smaller civil com- 
munes, 
The governora recommend the abolition of old exceptional imposts on ths 
Jews ; the c’osing of Jewish schools ; the neceesity for the introduction of :eforme 
in the keeping of civil registers by Jews ; the abolition of communal taxes, and the 


restriction of the share which Jews porssess in the administration of «mall muni- 
cipal communes, 


It is se f-evident that whilst the replies to points 1.3 and 4 will meet with the 
fullest approval from the Jewe, those t» points 2ani S_will cive rise to serious 
apprehensions. In conecquence of the insufficiency in the num*er of public echoole 
in Russia, and the prejucices which are entertained acainst.the admission of Jewish 
children into thore schoo’s, the closing of Jewish denominational schools will be 
equivalent to condemning our children toa foture of dark ignorance. Equally 
unfortura‘e will be the further limitation of the very small share, as it ia, which 


the Jews are permitted to take in the municipal government of emall towns. 


This 
injustice would give rire to most serious conse 


Already, the Jew-, in spite 
of their numerical preponderance in many of these places, are on!y permitted to re- 


ecive one third of the votcs and cannot be elected either as the head of the muni- 
cipality or as his deputy ; but ucder the arrangements proposed by the governors in 
their reply to the Commission, the Jews would be still more under represented. We 
bave a crumb of comfort in the circumstance that the decisicns and opinions of the 
governors are not final and are not those of the Commission, whose decisions cannot 
become law until they have been ratifiel by the Council of State. 


The lniversity of Ki: ff has in view a new project, which has emanated from 
its Council, ani which, if carriel out, would enable it to maintain its reputation as 
the home of anti-Semitism. Happily the plan meets with strong opposition from 
our enlightened Minister of Public Instraction. Tae Couneil of the University 
petitioned the Government to restri t to l\) per cent. the numberof Jewish students 
in the medical faculty ; but M. Deljanoff. the Minister of Public Instruction, with- 
out expressing an opinion either way referred the subject to the Commission on the 
Jewish Question, The heads of the University, defeated on this point, determined 
toseck some other means for ridding themselves of the Jewish students, For this 
purpose they availed themselves of the riots at the University, in which it should 
be state] the Jewa took no part whateoever, to demsnd the exclusion of the firs 
vatego’y of students for a pericd of one year. S rictly speakingthe Council them- 
selves made this demand, but in order not to appear vindictive, they gave the world 
to unders'and that the proposal emanated from the police. The Jewish students 
saw through the intrigue, and personally appealed to the Ministers of Elucation and 


the Interior, who directed that the fi st category of students, numbering seventy— 
al: of whom with four exceptions are Jews 


should not be « xpelled from the Uni- 
versily. 


Even this rebuff did not check the anti-Semitic policy of. the University, 
for Jately the Council agaia applied to the Minister of Public Instruction to reduce 
the number of Jewish students holding stipends to 5 per cent., es had some time 
ago been done by the Medico-Chirurgical Academy in St,-Petersburg, Bat the 
Minister expressed his inability to comply with the request, and pointed out that the 
proceedings of the Academy just named were based upon a regulation which limits 
the proportion of Jewish army doctors in the various mi.itary centres to 5 per cent., 
and that this regulation had no value with revard to civilians, It is probable that 
the University may not yet be content with its defeats, and we shal), therefore, not 


be surprised to bear of some new scheims which it has been latching to the preja 
dice of the Jewish students, 


General Gresser, the Governor of St. Petersburg, has just perpetrated an act of 
gross inhumanity. Ie bas distributed acirculsr among the several hospitals in this 
city, forbidding the reception, as patients, of Jews who do not enjoy the right of 
living in the capital. This cruel measure will affect thousands of Jews who 
fi ck hither from all parts of the Empire insearch of medical relief, and for whose 
maintenance the community in tbis city annually expend 13,000 roubles. It is 
stated that this order of the Governor, like so many others which bave prececedit, is 
illegal ; in all probability, therefore, an application for its annulment will be made 
tothe Senate. The Jews here are con:tantly being harassed in one way or the other. 
No harm would, therefore. be done if our influential coreligionists were confiden- 
tially to intercede on our behalf with the Minister of the Interior; but our Jewish 
State and Privy Councillors do not trouble themeelves about the lot of their un- 
happy brethren, who are first impoverished by the blood-sucking police, and then 
mercilessly driven out from the city,

THE CONDITION OF THE JEWISH POOR, 


The following is the full text of the report presented tothe Council of the 


United Synagogue by the “ East End Commission — appoint d by the Council at 
its meeting on the 6th of January lyst: 


January 6th, 
On the motion of the President, that attention be calied to tho spiritual destitution cxisting 


among the Jewish poor of the Metropoiis, it Was res ved ; 

“That a Committee, consisting of the President, Messrs. Licnel L. Cohen, Noah Davis. Maurice 
Hart, Louts Davidson, Berg, lis 4. Prankiin. 1H. Hymans, Asher Myers, and Henry Peartree, 
with power to add to their number, be apromt d to inquire inte and report on the cireume«ta : 
affecting the social condition of the poorercia esof the Jews of the East End of London. 

Mr. Nathan &. Joscph was aéded to the Committee at its meeting. 


i. The pursuits and babits of the poor persons referre d to in the above Rero- 
lution are probably well known to every mut mber of the Council, The annual 
reports istued by the Jewish Board of Guardians have graphically dealt with the 
homés of the poor, with the inh ibitants, and with th 2 earnings, and there is no 
need in this report to elaborate the information so supplied, 

” The Committee desire at the ontset to remove any impression that there ie. 
among the Jewish poor, any “spiritual” destitution in the ordinary sense of the 
term. ‘The Jewish poor, whore numbers are being constantly supplemented by 
immigrants from abroad, chiefly from Russia and I oland, are in the main religious 
and observant They establish and maintain small places of worship which they 
regularly attend, where they prey with a fervour and devotion worthy of every 
respect, They endeavour, at enormous escrifices to themselves, out of their scanty 
earnings to procure a higher Hebrew edu ation for their children : and although 
the manner iu whi h that education is iMmparte dis not such as the (‘Committee can 
unreservedly approve. the motives of the paren's are worthy of all commendation. 

3. The large number of immigrants referré d to has seriously affected both the 
tone and the condition of the Jewish poor, Habitnated by centuries of grinding 
oppression toJock with suspicion on every one outside his own immediate personal 
circle. the foreign Jew, on ‘his arrival in England from Poland or Russia, seeks and 
finds such aid as he requires mos'ly among compatriots of his own creed. He and 
establish for. themselves a Foc! Ghe tto hich their exclusiveness locks from 
the inside, and within which be has but lijtie opportanity to shake off the habits 
which have accompanied him from his home. Lven in the better quarters of many 
of the cities of Eastern or Southern Europe, the water supply is entirely inadequate 
according to English notions ; in the humbler districts of these cities it ig abso. 
lutely insufficient. and the sanitary arrangements of the houses are notoriously 
defective. Unaccustomed, therefore, at home to an unlimited water supply, the 
Jewish immigrant cannot be ¢xper ted Lo be at once Bi rupulously clean in hia hal its: 
his great poverty prevents him freq s« ntly chavginog his raiment ; his ignorance of 
English, and of any handicraft worthy of the name, hamper him in finding remn- 
nerative employment ; the high rental charged for his squalid single room, in which 
he. hia wife, and children of both sexes are herded, is more than he can pay: and 
thus the overcrowding and depress d condition of the Jewish poor are constantly 
on the increase at a ratio which exceeds any available means cf improvement or 
relief, 

i. Itis therefore obvious to the Committee that any possible remedy for the 
condition of the poorer clarses of the community must be of two kinds. First, 
eteps must be taken to cause the foreign poor upon arcival to imbibe notions proper 
to civilised life in thie country ; secondly, the physical conditions of the poor and 
their surrou: dings must be improved. | 

*. With regard to the first, the instruction which, by means of the Free Scho i}, 
is generously and abundantly supplied to the children of the poor, must, mutatis 
mutandis, be extenced to the adults, Special Evening Classes for adalts are at 
present conducted at that Institution, and the fact that these classes exist should ba 
made more widely known to immigrants, These are necessarily ivaorant of the 
duties of a free citizenship to which they are new. In their case immigration does 
not mean simple transfer of allegiance ; they have to be taught, a4 ¢nitio, all those 
duties which conduce to the common weal, and these must be communicated to them 
in the language they understand, ‘The manner of doing so is two-fold—by lectures 
in some centre where they mostly congregate, from lecturers who have theic confi- 
dence and who are able to move their sympathies, the subjects being chosen with 
special regard tothe social improvement of the audience; and by supplementing 
the services of the Honorary Visitora of the Board of Guardians and of the United 
Synaveogue by those of a salaried official or officials, able to converse with them in 
their homes, and capable of showing them the advantages that must accrue to them 
and their children, aud to the whole community, by their laying aside their peculiar 
habits in everything not affecting the practice of their relivion, and in adopting 
the civilisation of the country iu which their lot has been cast, Care will have to 
be exercised in the selection of a person or persons to properly and efficiently fulfil 
this function, but the Committee do not despair of finding such, Special funds 
would be necessary for both the purposes indicated above, and the Council would 
probably authorize an appeal to the cenerosity of the public, which appeal would 
doubtless be worthily responded to. The existence. in the condition referred to, of 
the vast. majority of the Jewieh poor constitutes a danyer, and is a reproach which 
ought to be removed at even considerable sacrifice, ; 

6. The Committce have also turned their attention to the best means of miti- 
gating the immense disadvantages entailed on the poor by the large rents they 
must pay for the notoriously unwholesome and fetid houses which they occupy. 
Their homes must be within easily accessible distance of their employment, which 
is generally ‘nm the heart of the City, Whitechapel, Commercial Koad. &c. At pre- 
sent, the houres occupied by the Jewish pocr, as by the poor of the ceneral com- 
munity, are for the most part barely fit, and many utterly unfit, for human habita- 
tion, They are dark and unve ntilated ; nearly al are without continuous water 
supply to the closete, which are in many instanecs immediately beneath or in too 
close proximity to the living apartments. The Board of Guatdians have mad- fre- 
quent but hitherto vain appeals to the parochial authorities on this subject. and it 
has become a matter of pressin: necessity that healthy homes be provided at such 
rentals as the poor can pay. It is not suggested or desired that such houses shou'd 
be erected by eleemorynary ai’, but on strictly commercial principles, and in the 
opinion of the Commitice they constitute the greatest of all available means for 
improving the condition, physica', mora), and social, of the Jewich poor, 

‘, At the present time large and extensive blocks of mode] dwellings are being 
opened by the Corporation of the City of London in Middlesex Street, but they are 
expected to be be; ond the im ans of the very poor, the cost of the site and buildings 
having been very large, The rents of there sre not yet fixed. Enormous blocks of 
eomewhat simular houses are being erected by private speculators in Goulston 
Street and Wentworth Street. The accommodation provided for a ay ae 
consists of two rooms ard the use of a w.c, and scullery common totwo families 
Some of the tencmeuts consist of three rooms. The rental for a two-rcomed tene- 
ment is 7s. tos’. These rentals are above the means of the poor to whom tbis 
report refers—as must be all rentals based on the principle of deriving a maximum 
return from the bouses provided. The rental named 1s probably equal to a nett 
return of 7 to 8 percent. The Committee believe that if rentals were based on a 

neft return of 4 per cent., excellent accommodation, superior to that above referred 
to, could be supplied at a rental of not exceeding 5s, per teaement. They base this 


= on - on 


belief upon reliable expert information afforded them, and also upon the experiences 
gained by various building companies established for the purpose of erecting art), 
sans’ dwellings, which have for a long time past been yielding to the shareholders 
a nett 5 per cent., and have establiehed a reserve fund besides. Itie, therefore, no new 
experiment which is advised, the only element of novelty being the reduction 
of rent to such a level as would yield a nett 4 per cent., insteal of a larger 
return. 

Ss. The Committee, in recommending the above, are aware of the objections 
that may be urged against houses being erected specially for Jewa, as ca’culated ty 
foster the spirit of segregation to which the poorer classes of the community are 
too prone, They feel, however, that this spirit existe, and will continue to exis. 
and that it is only a question whether it shall exiet under unhealthy conditions, a. 
at present, or under the improved conditions herein sugvested,. The Committee dy 
not, however. propose ABA non to limit the occupation of the tenements« try 
Jews, though practically it will probably turn out that most of the occupants ar, 
Jews, 

9, The Committee are also aware that objections may be raised against any 
philanthropic interference with the ordinary laws of supply and demand, It j«. 
however, cleartothem that unless houses are built upon commercial principles, modified 

so far as expected returns are concerned—by philanthropic motives, the rate of per. 
centage charged as rental must be deterrent, or even prohibitive, to the poorer 
sections of these whom it is intended t» benefit. The Committee believe tha: 
healthy houses for the poor can be provided at a rental considerably lower than 
that charged by speculative builders, They moreover believe that the erection of 
such houses, at the moderate percentage named, would materially reduce the rents! 
of similar houses in neighbouring districts, and that, by the redaction of such 
rentals, houses, now occupied Ly the classé above the poorest class, would be set free 
for the occupation of the very humblest. It is for these reasons that they venture 
to express the opinion that the Council should declare that it will view with pleasure 
the establishment of a company for the erection of suitable tenements for the poor 
in such districts, and at such rentals, as can be basad on tha above-vamed princi, |e: 
feeling certain that until such healthy houses, wit appliances needful for decency 
and cleanliness, are provided, all means for a permanent amelioration of the condi 
tion of the poor must prove futile and vain. 

10, The Committee understand that a site in the heart of the Jewish quarter 
ig now available, on which for an expenditure of about £40,000 for land and build. 
ing, model dwelling for 186 families might be erected, yielding the rent and return. 
ing the pcre -ntage desired ; and the Committee wonld zladly see practical applica- 
tion of this principle to the site in question. 

ll. Inthe opinion of the Committee, all blocks of houses erected for the poor 
should, if possible, be supplemented by a playground for children, Tae physica! 
and moral advantages are manifest. Kach tenement should further have its own 
separate W.c. No family tenement should consist of less than two rooms, and due 
provision should be made for a third room, in case the exigencies of the families 
should need the extra accommedation. Is ia also desirable that, connected with or 
contiguous to each block of improved dwellings, a large common room or fre 
library should be provided, wherein the inmates of the dwellings might congregat 
and in which, if thought desirable, religious rervices might be held. The absenc 
of a free library and reading room in the Whitechapel district renders such an 
arrangement the more necessary and expedient. 

12. The Committee are aware that the funds of the United Synagogue are 
already inadequate for the cemands made upon them, and that the Council ts not, 
therefore, at present in a position to carry out, from its own resources, any of the 
propositions suggested in this report. But the Committee believe that if the Coun- 
cil endorse them with ite approval, the community will supply the meaner by which 
60 vreatan end may be achieved as the improvement of the social and physica 
condition of the Jewish poor. , 

13. The Committee beg to acknowledge with thanks the kind assistance they 
have received from the Rev. Dr. Herfann Ader, and the Revs, B. Spiers, J. Keino- 
vitz, and J. Kohn-Zedek, and Mr. J, Burman of the Jewish Board of Guardians, who 
were rood enouch to attend the Committee and make valuable suggestions for the 
amelioration of the condition of the poor.
